CONDITIONS:

1.

The owner/operator shdl limit fue consumption in the sources listed in Table 1 (Heeters and Boilers)
to no more than a cumulative total of 1,000,000 gallons of diesdl fue in any 12-month period.

The owner/operator shdl limit the operation of the Category 111 diesel generators listed in Table 2 to
no more than a cumulative total of 900,000 horsepower-hours in any 12-month period.

The owner/operator shal limit the operation of the emergency diesel generatorslisted in Table 3to no
more than a cumulative total of 500,000 horsepower-hoursin any 12-month period.

The owner/operator shal limit the operation of the starved air incinerator listed in Table 4 to no more
than a cumulative tota of 20 tons of solid waste in any 12-month period.

The owner/operator shdl limit the fuel consumption of the used oil burner listed in Table 5 to no more
than a cumulative tota of 8,000 gallons of used ail in any 12-month period.

The owner/operator shdl ensure that the fud sulfur content of the liquid fud burned a the facility does
not exceed 0.50% by weight.

The owner/operator shdl conduct monitoring related to the conditions established in this limit, in
accordance with the following:

(A) For conditions 1-5

(1) Measure and record the quantity of diesdl fuel used in the sourceslisged in Table 1 at
the facility, monthly;

(2) Measure the hours of operation of the diesel generatorslisted in Table 2, and record
the horsepower-hours monthly;

(3) Mesasure the hours of operation of the diesdl generatorslisted in Table 3, and record
horsepower-hours monthly;

(4) Measure and record the amount of used oil burned in the source listed in Table 5,
monthly;

(5) Measure and record the amount of solid waste burned in the source listed in Table 4
monthly;

(B) For condition 6, obtain the percent sulfur by weight as determined by ASTM-approved
test methods, for each fuel shipment that is used in sources at the facility. If the grade of
fud required is 0.50% sulfur by weight or less, the owner/operator shal obtain arecord
from the shipper that specifies the grade of fud.

The owner/operator shall retain records of al required monitoring data and support
information for aperiod of a least five years from the date of collection. Support
information includes fuel ddivery or fud use records, cdibrations for fue monitoring
insrumentation, and copies of reports and certifications required by this gpprova. In addition
the owner/operator shall keep specific records as follows:

(A) Keep records of the quantity of diesdl fuel burned in the sources listed in Table 1 by
month;

(B) Keep records of the horsepower-hours of operation of the diesel generators listed in Table 2 by
month;

(C) Keep records of the horsepower-hours of operation of the diesel generatorsin listed in Table 3
by month;

(D) Keep records of the quantity of waste burned in the incinerator listed in Table 4 by month;

(E) Keep records of the quantity of used oil burned in the source listed in Table 5 by month; and

(F) Keep copies of fud delivery records that specify the grade of fuel used in sources covered by
this limit.

9. The owner/operator shal submit an origind and two copies of an annual compliance report,
certified, sgned and notarized in accordance with 18 AAC 50.205, to the Alaska Department of
Environmenta Conservation, Air Permits Program, 610 University Avenue, Fairbanks,

Alaska 99709. The report is due by August 1% for information from the period July 1 through
June 30 of the preceding year. One copy must aso be sent to the U.S. EPA, 1200 6" Avenue,
Mail Stop OAQ-107, Seattle, WA 98101. The reports are to contain:

(A) the name of the owner/operator, the facility name, ORL number, and the period of the

report;

any 12 month period.

Statement of Avoided Requirement:

The potentid to emit of the sources listed in Tables 1,2,3,4, and 5 for any one regulated contaminant is
reduced to less than 100 tons per year by limiting the fud consumed in the sources, and limiting the
sulfur content of the fuel to no greater than 0.50% by weight. In accordance with 18 AAC 50.210, the
cgpacity of the facility to emit an air contaminant is verifiable through the monitoring, record kesping,
and reporting contained in this gpprova. By limiting the potentid to emit of the sources listed in Tables
1,2,3,4, and 5, the owner/operator is avoiding the requirement to obtain an operating permit for a
facility that is classified under AS 46.14.130(b) and 18 AAC 50.325(b)(1).
